Vale Council is 
to peg tax rise 
at 3.9 per cent 


VALE residents can 
brace themselves 
for a council tax 
increase of 3.9 per 
cent - the figure 
that the cabinet of 
the Vale Council 
decided upon yes¬ 
terday afternoon 
(Wednesday). 

Assuming that this 
figure is then ratified by 
a meeting of the Vale 
Council, it will mean that 
a band D council tax¬ 
payer will see the bill 
rise by £33.57 to a total 
of £894.33. 

It should be remem¬ 
bered that there are two 
more elements to be 
added to this bill - the 
amount raised by the res¬ 
ident’s local town or 
community council, and 
the cash wanted by 
South Wales Police for 
its services. 

In fact, the police 
revealed this week that 
they would be asking for 
an extra five per cent, 
taking a band D resident

up to a total of £136.59 
(a rise of £7.32). 

The amount raised by 
town and community 
councils varies. Barry 
Town Council has set a 
figure of £47.29, while 
Llantwit Major has gone 
for just over £50. 

Some small communi¬ 
ty councils, however, 
will ask for much lower 
figures. 

If the 3.9 per cent rise 
is agreed, the Vale 
Council will be working 
with a budget of £201, 
589,000. 

The council will keep 
the rise below four per 
cent by using £500,000 
of its reserves. However, 
Sian Davies, the Vale 
Council director of 
finance, property and 
ICT, warns that this will 
leave the estimated 
reserves on March 31, 
2011, at £4.6 million - 
just above the recom¬ 
mended minimum level 
of £4 million.

By far the biggest- 
spending department is 
education, which is set at 
£90, 911,000. 

There are of course, 
still protests being made 
about plans to shave 
£300,000 off the educa¬ 
tion budget by charging 
for school transport for 
the over-16s. 

If the cabinet were to 


yield to the education 
scrutiny committee’s 
demand that the cuts be 
scrapped, then the edu¬ 
cation budget would 
have to be revised 
upwards by £300,000 - 
unless cuts could be 
found elsewhere. 

The other big spend¬ 
ing departments are, not 
surprisingly, adult serv¬ 
ices (£32,276,000), chil¬

IT was good to see 
the Vale Council’s 
cabinet have decid¬ 
ed to invite offers 
from the business 
world to build a 
hotel, and possibly 
a restaurant, in the 
Innovation quarter 
of the Waterfront.

In the world of busi¬ 
ness, we understood 
competition was impor¬ 
tant, but this does not 
seem to be the case on 
the Waterfront. 

We would have 
thought that a success¬ 
fully-operating hotel, 
hopefully with a decent 
medium-priced restau¬ 
rant on the site, would 
be a catalyst for other 
entrepreneurs to invest in 
the Waterfront develop¬ 
ment. 

Such a hotel and 
restaurant would be an 
example of what an 
attractive imaginative 
development the 
Waterfront could 
become, and attract visi¬ 


tors, local people and 
other recreational busi¬ 
ness proprietors. 

We are also still puz¬ 
zled about the fate of the 
marina, which two years 
ago was much talked 
about. 

The council obviously 
is not in a position to do 
anything about it as it 
does not own the land, 
but unless a marina is 
developed before the 
houses and recreational 
facilities are built, it 
would be impractical to 
add a marina afterwards. 

The Waterfront devel¬ 
opment’s ‘artist’s 
impression of the final 


development, indicates 
the water in the dock as 
being a major influence 
and is flaunted as an 
attraction for potential 
buyers to live on the 
development. 

Therefore, we would 
ask the developers to 
come clean on what they 
will be doing and tell the 
people of Barry what has 
happened to their marina 
and ‘Martha’s Vineyard’ 
type waterfront cafe 
quarter.

LOCAL MP John 
Smith has had a 
meeting with mem¬ 
bers of staff who 
work at the Vale 
Magistrates Court, 
in Barry - to discuss 
the impact of trans¬ 
ferring administra¬ 
tion work to 
Bridgend. 

Following a meeting 
with Sue Brophy and 
Joanne Davies in his 
Barry office, Mr Smith 
reported: 

“I wrote to the Justice 
Secretary in the summer 
of 2009 expressing my 
concerns about the detri¬ 
mental impact the pro¬ 
posal would have on 
Barry Magistrates’ over¬ 
all performance, and par¬ 
ticularly the quality of 
service provided to court 
users. 

“I received assurances 
that in no way were these 
proposals a precursor to 
the closure of the court¬ 
house, which together 
with my colleague, Jane 
Hutt, AM for the Vale, 
we managed to prevent a 
few years ago. 

“Following my meet¬ 
ing with some of the 
courts’ administrative 
staff, I believe that the 
proposed move of work 
to Bridgend will have a 
detrimental impact on the

A spokesperson for the 
Courts Service explained 
that the redeployment of 
staff had been decided 
on, following an exten¬ 
sive review of services. 

“The changes to 
staffing at Barry court¬ 
house are part of a wider 
review of staffing levels 
across south east Wales.

“Staffing cover for 
these posts and other 
back office administra¬ 
tion support for the court 
will now be provided 
from Bridgend court- 
house .” 



BOSCH SITE MUST 
PROVIDE JOBS IN 

FUTURE - says Tory AM

THE BOSCH site 
must be promoted 
to attract new jobs 
once the economy 
starts to grow again, 
the Conservative 
parliamentary can¬ 
didate Alun Cairns 
AM has said. 

Last week, The GEM 
exclusively revealed that 
the Vale Council would 
not allow housing or 
retail developments on 
land owned by Bosch - 
the factory occupies 33 
acres and there is ‘outline 
planning consent’ for the 
development of around a 
further 131 acres for 
‘industrial purposes’. 

Mr Cairns said “This 
is a substantial chunk of 
land within the bound¬ 
aries of the Vale and it is 
absolutely crucial that it 
is retained for industrial 
and employment purpos¬ 
es. 

“I understand that it is 
designated for that in the 
Unitary Development 
Plan which makes it 
much harder to get plan¬ 
ning consent for any 
change of use.” 

Mr Cairns said that the 
area did not require any 
further out-of-town retail 
developments or large 
scale housing projects. 

“What we desperately 
need at the moment is 
jobs. The loss of Bosch 


with its hundreds of 
highly skilled jobs is a 
huge blow both to the 
Vale and further afield. 

“It is essential that we 
have land available for 
new industries and com¬ 
panies who can either be 
attracted to the area from 
outside Wales or who can 
be nurtured locally. 

“Having a land-bank 
available - particularly 
for major projects - is 
absolutely crucial and it 
will be up to the Welsh 
Assembly Government, 
which has taken over the 
mantle of the old WDA, 
to ensure that this site is 
properly promoted once 
the economy starts to 
grow again. We must 
look to the future.” 

Last week, Mr Cairns 
and Assembly colleagues 
Andrew RT Davies and 
David Melding, met 
Bosch chiefs in Stuttgart 
in a bid to limit the 
impact of closure on the 
south Wales community. 

Mr Cairns said: “It is 
regrettable that the Welsh 
Assembly government 
took so long to go to 
meet the senior execu¬ 
tives of Bosch. 

“It is clear that the best 
time to support the com¬ 
pany would have been 
during their consultation 
period. Running to 


Germany after criticism 
from the Opposition, is 
hardly the best way to 
save jobs. 

“I believe that close 
engagement with Bosch 
could have allowed a 
case to be made for the 
next generation of alter¬ 
nators, thermo electron¬ 
ics and even wind power 
electrical engineering. 
Bosch said that a case 
couldn't be made. 

“We emphasised the 
importance of the site 
and land to the communi¬ 
ty. We gained agreement 
for a working group to be 
established to consider 
disposal and called on 
full community involve¬ 
ment. It is clear that 
Bosch want to dispose of 
the property as soon as 
possible after the closure. 

“They also promised 
to ‘Skill Match’ employ¬ 
ees with other employers 
in the area, to reduce the 
threat of unemploy¬ 


ment.” 

Another Welsh delega¬ 
tion, led by AMs Rhodri 
Morgan and Jane Hutt, 
met Bosch managers for 
three hours on the same 
day. 

Following their meet¬ 
ing, the Labour AM com¬ 
mented: “After discus¬ 
sions lasting three hours 
in Germany with Bosch 
chiefs, work force repre¬ 
sentatives and Unite 
Trade Union officials, we 
secured an agreement 
that Bosch would work 
together with the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
and work force represen¬ 
tatives, to secure the best 
possible legacy for not 
only the current skilled 
workforce at the Vale 
plant, but also the supply 
chain companies, and 
future employment 
opportunities at the plant 
- and the use of the 
330,000 square foot 
building complex.”

ON A COLD DAY, PANORAMIC 
VIEWS FROM TOR Y FOEL... 


R ecently, 

11 walkers 
joined their 
leader Barrie 
Mortimer at 
Penarth on a cold 
but dry morning 
and headed up to 
the village of 
Talybont-on-Usk, 
which nestles in the 
valley beside the 
Brecon canal. 

During its industrial 
past, the village was 
once the home of the 
Talybont Wharf, and sit¬ 
ting neatly in a field 
behind the canal is a row 
of fine limekilns as a 
reminder. 

Setting out along the 
bank of the canal, which 
was frozen over, they 
crossed the bridge 
behind the White Hart 
pub, joined part of the 
Taff Trail and, climbing 
gently, reached the 
Brinore Tramroad 
Brinore is the angli¬ 
cised name of the Bryn 
Oer Tramroad (meaning 
cold hill) which linked 
Talybont-on-Usk to 
Trefil and was opened in 
1815. Running for eight 
miles (13km) it was a 
horse-worked narrow 
gauge tramway linking 
Tredegar ironworks to 
the Trefil limestone 
quarries and the 
Brecon/Monmouth 
Canal and dropped 330- 
metres (1,110-ft) along 
its route. 

It carried coal from 
the Rhymney Valley to 
mid-Wales and lime¬ 
stone from the southern 
quarries for agricultural 
use, and was eventually 
closed in 1865 because 
most freight was then 
being carried by steam 
train. 

Reaching the ridge 
just below Tor y Foel, 
the group stopped for 
coffee under cloudy 
skies with sunny spells. 

They gazed across the 
Talybont reservoir below 
them, to the picturesque 
peaks of Allt Lwyd, 
Twyn Du and the snow¬ 
capped Waun Rydd, with 
the familiar oval shape 
of the stone cairn at 
Carn Pica in the fore¬ 
ground. 

Then it was time for 
the group to do some 
work as they progressed 
gradually uphill to the 


cold, blustery summit of 
Tor y Foel that is 
marked by a small stone 
cairn. From the top, they 
had panoramic views of 
the surrounding country¬ 
side and the central 
Beacons range and away 
to the north, the peaks 
and ridges of the Black 
Mountains. 

Glad to move on in 
order to get warm, the 
group began to descend 
the opposite side of the 
mountain towards 
Cwmcrawnon, but 
veered off in a northwest 
direction and joined part 
of the Usk Valley Walk. 
This lovely picturesque 
long distance footpath 
stretches for 48 miles 
(77km) starting at 
Caerleon and ending at 
Brecon town. 

A few kilometres 
ahead, they left the Usk 
Valley Walk in order to 
make their way to Craig 
Danywenallt ,and climb¬ 
ing up to the top, they 
found themselves stand¬ 
ing in an ancient hill fort 
at 356 metres. 

Stopping for liquid 
refreshment, they were 
also able to drink in the 
beautiful surrounding 
views before the leader 
declared it was all down¬ 
hill back to Talybont-on- 
Usk, which at that stage 
in the walk went down a 
treat!

John Cooper, the first Vice Principal at the 
College, fought me maths at the Grammar School and I assume mode the same move at the same time. 

“My father, Lionel Dlmond was one of the founding members of staff, having forsaken uncertain employment In ship repair on the 
docks for a brighter future In further education. He was employed at the CoBege as an engineering technician and later 
promoted to lecturer after achieving his City & Guilds National Certificate by correspondence course. Dad retired in 1979 and 
now 95, Is still Bring in Banry. 

“When i was a student at Cardiff Art College from 1960 to 1965 I spent one summer holiday woridrvg as a labourer, helping to 
extend the College's engineering workshops.

This was based at the Colcot Rood site 
and what was then the teacher training college otr College Hll, which fe now Colege Fields Nursing Home. I took the Optical Art 
course run by Michael Kidner and Jett Steele, two artists oI International repute. The Optical Art course took place In a terrapin - 
one of the temporary classrooms that graced every school and college In the land at a time when student numbers outpaced 
accommodation.

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‘SADNESS’ AS HOTEL SHUTS TTS DOORS 

Egerton Grey closure 
is blow for Vale tourism

ONE of the Vale’s 
premier hotels, the 
17th century 

Egerton Grey Hotel 
at Porthkerry, has 
ceased trading. 

The hotel, which has 
views of the coast, has 
been described as “a lux¬ 
urious country house 
hotel only 20 minutes 
from Cardiff, set in seven 
acres of gardens and only 
a short stroll to the 
coast”. 

A signpost on the main 
Barry to Rhoose road 
directing people to 
Egerton Grey has been 
removed, and a notice on 
the gate refers callers to a 
company in Cardiff. 

A spokesman for 
Doyle Davies, insolven¬ 
cy practitioners, said: 
“The hotel closed for 
trading on Sunday, 
February 14. We are cur¬ 
rently putting together a 
report, and there will be a 


creditors meeting on 
March 4.” 

A liquidator is likely 
to be named at that meet¬ 
ing. 

Local councillor Jeff 
James said: “I’m deeply 
saddened to learn of the 
closure of Egerton Grey, 
not least because of the 


staff who have been there 
for many years, and are 
well known by the locals. 

“It is an important 
tourist asset for the Vale 
and I hope some progress 
can be made on the prop¬ 
erty.” 

Plaid Cymru parlia¬ 
mentary candidate for the 
Vale, Dr Ian Johnson, 
said: “I am very sad¬ 
dened to hear of Egerton 
Grey closing and I hope 
that the business can be 


turned around and re¬ 
opened. 

“It has been a difficult 
period for the hotel busi¬ 
ness, but the Vale needs 
to maintain its reputation 
as a quality location. 

“Located close to the 
airport, close to Cardiff 
and yet in a relaxed and 
rural setting, it would be 
a great shame to lose this 
excellent facility for 
good.”

Council replies to readers’ 
concerns on litter in the Vale 


F ollowing 

the letters 
published in 
the February 11 
and 18 editions of 
the Glamorgan 
GEM, it is apparent 
that there is a need 
to provide your 
readers with a 
response to some of 
the concerns raised 
about litter in the 
Vale. 

The council carries 
out its legal duty to keep 
the land under its control 
clear of litter and refuse, 
in accordance with the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government’s Code of 
Practice on Litter and 
Refuse and Associated 
Guidance 2007. 

This code, which is 
applicable to all Welsh 
local authorities, sets the 
standards of cleanliness 
that are acceptable in 
terms of keeping land 
free from litter. 

Our performance 
against these standards is 
independently checked 
by Keep Wales Tidy, on 
behalf of the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
and their findings report¬ 
ed by the Minister 
responsible for Local 
Environmental Quality. 

Keep Wales Tidy’s 
latest key finding for the 
Vale shows that we have 
improved our street 
cleansing and have an 
overall level of cleanli¬ 


ness that compares 
favourably with the all- 
Wales average. 

They also report that 
we have been successful 
in sweeping streets to 
high levels of cleanliness 
and that our litter pick¬ 
ing is very evident 
throughout the area. 

The results for 
Cowbridge show that 
streets surveyed, includ¬ 
ing Bridge Road and 
Church Hill Close, were 
Grade B+ and Mill Park 
Grade A. All others sur¬ 
veyed were Grade B. 

These grades relate to 
the streets being pre¬ 
dominantly free of litter, 
apart from small items, 
and in the case of Grade 
A, having no litter what¬ 
soever. 

The acceptable grade 
within the Code of 
Practice is Grade B, 
which is the level of 
cleanliness considered to 
be achievable by a local 
authority meeting its 
duty to keep relevant 
land clean. 

In addition to this, we 
have a number of 
enforcement staff whose 
role it is to enforce 
against litter, graffiti, 
dog fouling and fly-tip¬ 
ping offences. 

The enforcement team 
also visits schools to 
work with students in 
carrying out litter clean 
ups at the schools and 
their surrounding areas, 
as well as working 
closely with the coun¬ 


cil’s youth offending 
service to clean up lit¬ 
tered areas that aren’t 
the council’s responsibil¬ 
ity. 

To provide a service 
in excess of what we 
currently offer would 
require additional fund¬ 
ing well beyond what is 
currently available. 

One resident’s letter 
featured a suggestion 
that litter problems in 
the Vale were caused in 
part by material escaping 
from our collection vehi¬ 
cles. 

While I accept that 
the arrangements for 
some of our recycling 
collections, particularly 
cardboard and plastic, 
can give rise to an 
increase in litter I totally 
refute the suggestion that 
this happens after the 
material is transferred to 
one of our vehicles. 

We are currently 
piloting a new plastic 
sack in some areas of the 
Vale to tackle the prob¬ 
lem with cardboard and 


plastics which could 
prove to be, in part, a 
solution to this. 

It’s with regret that I 
assure GEM readers that 
evidence shows the vast 
amount of litter on our 
street is generated by 
members of the public. 

We all want to see a 
cleaner, higher quality 
environment, but to 
achieve this residents, 
visitors and local author¬ 
ities must work together 
to influence this throw¬ 
away culture. 

The council will con¬ 
tinue to do its best with¬ 
in the resources avail¬ 
able to comply with our 
legal duty and to meet 
the expectations of our 
residents.

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LATEST NEWS FROM THE FONMON APIARY 

One winter hive suffers 
a sad bee-reavement! 


WE are now well 
into February and 
as yet there is not 
much activity at the 
apiary. 

On January 28,1 did 
look under the crown 
boards on all of the 
hives, and of the seven 
hives in the apiary, one 
hive has died out. This is 
due to starvation. 

When the hives are 
prepared for winter they 
are reduced down as fol¬ 
lows: a base, then a 
brood-box, a shallower 
box known as a super, a 
crown-board and a roof. 

The two boxes are the 
living quarters for the 
bees throughout the win¬ 
ter, each box has food in 
it and in essence this 
will provide for the bees 
until spring arrives and 
outside forage is avail¬ 
able. 

The bees in this case 
have consumed the food 
contained in the bottom 
box but have not moved 
into the upper box, 


where plenty of food 
still exists. 

Many of the dead 
bees are in the wax cells. 
They are head down and 
their rear ends are pro¬ 
truding. This indicates to 
me that they have been 
searching for food and 
obviously did not find 
any. 

A great many of the 
dead bees are on the 
floor of the hive, with 
their tongues protruding, 
which further indicates 
to me that starvation is 
the cause of this hive’s 
demise. 

I have put some of the 
dead bees aside for 
examination and will be 
looking for evidence of 
internal parasites, which 
could also be present. 

The loss of a 
hive/hives during the 
winter is not at all 
unusual, as some hives 
are not best prepared for 
this period. 

Left to themselves, 
the bees would ensure 
that they were. It is 


invariably the beekeeper 
that lets the bees down. 

Spring is coming, 
bringing with it the hope 
of pleasanter days when 
the bees will be flying, 
and a full examination of 
each hive can be made. 
Given good weather and 
external forage, the 
numbers within each 
hive will expand rapidly. 

As the season 
advances, this popula¬ 
tion increase can be put 
to good use, and a com¬ 
petent beekeeper should 
be able to split one or 
two hives to increase 
stocks and so make up 
for winter losses. 

It is most encouraging 
to note the numbers of 
new beekeepers who 
have attended the 
evening classes given by 
the Cardiff, the Valleys 
and the Vale association. 

Not all of these new 
beekeepers will have 
bees, but it is the inten¬ 
tion of the association to 
initiate a Queen-rearing 
programme, which will 


not only improve our 
existing stocks of bees, 
but will hopefully pro¬ 
vide the newcomers with 
a nucleus of bees (small 
hive) so that the knowl¬ 
edge imparted by way of 
the evening classes can 
be converted to the prac¬ 
tical side of beekeeping. 

Come March 27, there 
is a beekeepers’ conven¬ 
tion to be held at the 
Royal Welsh 
Showground in Builth- 
Wells. 

Many suppliers of 
beekeeping equipment: 
tools, suits, gloves, wax, 
etc will be present, and 
lectures will be given 
throughout the day. 

Aspiring beekeepers 
should, if at all possible 
attend this gathering as 
much valuable informa¬ 
tion is to be had along 
with useful future con¬ 
tacts. 

As a footnote, the 
Dyffryn Gardens Apiary 
is now well established 
and who knows, a crop 
of honey may well result 
from this enterprise this 
year.

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Ceremony will remember ‘One of most 

influential Welshmen of the 20th Century’ 

Gwynfor Evans to be 
honoured in Barry 


ON SUNDAY a bronze bust 
of Barry-born Gwynfor 
Evans - one of the most 
influential Welshmen of the 
20th century - is to be 
unveiled in the County 
Library in the town. 

Gwynfor Evans, who died in 

2005, was Plaid Cymru's first 
member of parliament, 

He was bom in 1912, the son of 
Dan Evans, a businessman in Barry 
- whose shop became the main 
department store in the town until 

2006. 

Mr Evans was educated in 
Gladstone Road Primary School 
and then in Barry Boys’ School, or 
Barry County School as it was 
known then. 

He went on to study law at the 
University of Wales, Aberystwyth, 
and then at Oxford University, 
although he decided in the end to 
become a market gardener in 
Carmarthenshire. 

A pacifist and devout Christian, 
he declared himself a conscientious 
objector during the Second World 
War. 

He was a central figure in the 
unsuccessful battle to prevent the 
flooding of the Tryweryn Valley to 
create a reservoir for Liverpool. 

He became President of Plaid 
Cymru in 1945 and was elected as 
Plaid Cymru’s first Member of 
Parliament in 1966 at a Carmarthen 
by-election. 

After initially breaking its prom¬ 
ise to establish S4C, the u-tum by 
Margaret Thatcher's Government 
has been attributed to Mr Evans’ 
threat to start a hunger strike. 

The bronze bust was commis¬ 
sioned by a small committee 
formed by Mrs Gwenno Huws, for¬ 
mer deputy head at Ysgol Gymraeg 
Sant Barac, Barry.

Mrs Huws explained: “It pained 
me to see that there was nothing 
whatsoever in Barry to remember 
one of the town’s most well-known 
sons and one of Wales’ leading 
statesmen. 

“When I retired in July last year, 
I saw my chance to do something 
about it so I set about establishing a 
fund to raise money for a fitting 
memorial to him. I’m very grateful 
to Mr Alcwyn Deiniol, Mr Geraint 
Evans, Mr Dulyn Griffith and Mrs 
Mai Marley for all their support.” 

Mr Geraint Evans, Gwynfor 
Evan’s nephew, who has been a 
campaigner for Welsh medium 
education in the Vale and is chair of 
the governors of Ysgol Gyfun Bro 
Morgannwg, said he was delighted 
that his uncle was being recognised 
and with the location of the bust. 

“I am extremely pleased and 
proud there will now be a perma¬ 
nent memorial to Gwynfor in 
Barry. 

“I was honoured to have been 
part of this project and am most 
grateful to Gwenno Huws for initi¬ 


ating the appeal, and also to the 
Vale Council for so readily agree¬ 
ing for the bust to be sited in the 
library, where it will be easily 
accessible to all.” 

Mr Evans said 30 family mem¬ 
bers would be attending the cere¬ 
mony. 

“My late father Alcwyn Evans 
was marginally younger than 
Gwynfor, but when they lived in 
Barry they did a lot together - 
before the Second World War they 
even travelled the continent, a great 
adventure in those days. 

“My father was a great admirer 
of what my uncle achieved, and 
would have been thrilled to be 
there on Sunday.” 

Mr Dulyn Griffith, the head 
teacher at Ysgol Gymraeg Sant 
Bamc, said “We never would have 
guessed that we would achieve our 
objective within a year. The com¬ 
mittee is proud to see our dream 
become reality and that Gwynfor 
has some fitting recognition at 
last.” 

The unveiling, which is an invi¬ 
tation only event, will be carried 
out by Lord Dafydd Elis-Thomas, 
President of the National Assembly 
for Wales. 

He said: “As a recent arrival in 
the Vale, I am particularly hon¬ 
oured to be able to unveil this 
memorial in the town where he was 
bom and brought up. 

“It is wonderful that Barry has 
seen extremely successful Welsh 
medium schools established. No 
doubt the lively and varied com¬ 
mercial and social life of Barry 
influenced Gwynfor's classless 
view of society and his strong prin¬ 
ciples of equality.” 

The noted Llanuwchllyn sculp¬ 
tor John Meirion Morris, well 
known for his Celtic and African- 
inspired images, received the com¬ 
mission to create the bronze bust.

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Llanmaes pub 
restaurant offers a 
warm welcome

ONE long-estab¬ 
lished tradition in 
the Vale of 
Glamorgan is that 
of dining out in a 
country pub - and 
the variety of fare 
on offer is surely 
one of the area’s 
real plus points. 

So, for any young 
couple starting out with 
such a pub, the first 
thing to decide is which 
sector of the market you 
target. Up-market haute 
cuisine, or good hearty 
pub grub? 

Michael and Jackie 
Poole, who have been in 
charge at the 
Blacksmith’s Arms in 
Llanmaes for several 
months now, were pret¬ 
ty clear about placing 
the pub’s restaurant 
firmly between those 
two extremes, and 
therefore the emphasis 
is on good quality local 
food, well cooked and 
with a menu made up of 
the chef’s creations and 
with a sprinkling of old 
favourites. 

When I visited, the 
pub was busy, and the 
first impression was of 
a very traditional estab¬ 
lishment, with the darts 
team in mid-game as 
you walked through the 
door. 

The restaurant, how¬ 
ever, is set back from 
the bar, and it is a com¬ 
fortable spot to settle in 
at your table and look 
over the menu and the 
wine list. 

One encouraging first 
impression is that the 
wine list is reasonably 
priced, with plenty of 
bottles around the £12 
mark, and a good mix 
of wines from around 
the globe. 

With around eight 
starters to choose from, 

I went for the Raglan 
Pork Pie, which 
includes Caerphilly 
cheese, leeks, chicken 
breast and mustard (as

well as the pork) - and 
this turned out to be a 
good choice, although 
the generous portion 
meant that I would be 
struggling later! 

My colleague was 
keen to try the home¬ 
made soup of the day 
(vegetable) and she 
cleared the large bowl, 
declaring it an excellent 
example of a soup that 
clearly had the hallmark 
of the chef’s personal 
touch. 

She went for a tradi¬ 
tional pub favourite as 
her main course too, 
choosing a steak and 
Guinness pie, which 
was generous with 
chunks of beef, onions 
and mushrooms, and 
which comes with a 
covering of crisp pastry. 

The various steak 
main courses were 
tempting, but I chose 
the cod loin wrapped in 
pancetta, which came 
with asparagus and 
lemon mayonnaise, and 
this was a good dish. 

The only (minor) 
criticism I could find 
was that the pancetta 
was overpowered by the 


fish - something I had 
not expected. 

I should add that both 
main courses came with 
fresh vegetables and 
with really good hand- 
cut chips - although din¬ 
ers can choose to have 
new potatoes, or 
mashed or jacket or 
Daupinoise instead! 

When it came to 
dessert, I was slightly 
regretting starting with 


the pork pie, but my 
colleague was keen to 
try the chocolate mal¬ 
low pie (chocolate with 
pieces of marshmallow) 
which came with a gen¬ 
erous scoop of the 
Blacksmith’s Arms fea¬ 
tured ice cream, Wild 
Fig, which is made just 
down the road in 
Bonvilston. 

At £3.45, this pud¬ 
ding was great value 
and great tasting as well 
- and there are several 
other very tempting 
offerings in the dessert 
menu. 

Judging by the num¬ 
bers eating on the 
Thursday night that we 
visited, word is getting 
around about the new 
regime at the 
Blacksmith’s - and 
good word of mouth is 
more important than 
anything else. 

Two people, each 
having a three-course 
meal (without wine) can 
expect to pay between 
£30 and £48, which is 
keeping good food 
within reach of most 
diners. 

Tony and Jackie at 
the Blacksmith’s Arms 
are well on their way to 
joining the Vale’s select 
list of great value dining 
places!

FTER 
becoming 
perhaps the 
most sought-after 
director in cinema 
after his success 
with The Lord of 
the Rings trilogy , 
Peter Jackson 
seemingly took a 
step back from the 
limelight. 

There was the small 
matter of his retread of 
King Kong, and his pro¬ 
ducing work, particular¬ 
ly on Neill Blomkamp’s 
superb District 9, but 
Jackson's first film since 
Kong was released in 
2005, sees him return to 
the pre-Rings territory of 
the likes of Heavenly 
Creatures with an adap¬ 
tion of Alice Sebold’s 
The Lovely Bones. 

Susie Salmon (Saoirse 
Ronan) is 14 and on the 
cusp of womanhood and 
becoming an adult. 
However, when she is 
murdered by reclusive 
neighbour George 
(Stanley Tucci), she 
watches over her family 
(Mark Wahlberg, Rachel 
Weisz and Rose Mclver) 
from between worlds as 
they struggle to come to 
terms with the tragedy of 
what has happened to 
her. 

As the investigation 
of her death wears on, 
the lives of her family 
begin breaking down, as 
Susie can only look on.

real horror of the murder 
out of the equation), 
with the film feeling pat 
and at times mawkish. 

They start off 
superbly, setting up the 
characters with skill, 
while the constant refer¬ 
ences to what Susie 
wants to be when she 
grows up and her future 
life, are all infused with 
a pathos that ramps up 
the sadness in knowing 
full well that these ambi¬ 
tions will never be ful-

filled. 

However, come 
events post-murder, they 
fail to satisfactorily rec¬ 
oncile the family drama 
element of the Salmon’s 
getting themselves back 
on their feet following 
the tragedy, and the fan¬ 
tastical ‘between world’ 
that Susie occupies, the 
juxtaposition of the two 
jarring somewhat. 

Given a run time that 
weighs in at a hefty 135 
minutes, they struggle to 
really get across the 
family’s agony in the 
time period. 

While there are 
moments of grace and 
tenderness dotted 
throughout a touch of 
schmaltz that undercuts 
things, particularly as 
the film progresses; the 
material being a little too 
overcome with emotion, 
without digging deeply 
enough to warrant it. 

Visually, the film is 
gorgeous, with Jackson 
capturing the 1970’s feel 
beautifully, with under¬ 
stated camera work and 
enough clever visual 
tricks to make it interest¬ 
ing; the real meat, how¬ 
ever, comes with the 
‘between world’, ren¬ 
dered gorgeously well 
by both Jackson's eye for 
visuals and the digital 
effects work of Weta. 

Using elements of the 
Salmon family’s life, 
Jackson brings bottle 
ships crashing against 
rocks, gazebos crum¬ 
bling under the sadness 
of the family and much 
more, vivid visuals com¬ 
ing to the forefront. 

The cast assembled 
offer turns that are var¬ 
ied; from Saoirse 
Ronan's superb turn as 
Susie made all the more 
impressive by the fact 
that the film pretty much 
hangs on the young 
actress’ performance, to 
Mark Wahlberg as 
Susie’s father, who 
shows some decent act¬ 
ing before resorting to 
his favoured method of 
showing emotion, flaring 
his nostrils and staring 
into the middle distance. 

While Rachel Weisz is 
somewhat wasted in a 
turn that feels perfuncto¬ 
ry due to the script, both

Susan Sarandon and 
Stanley Tucci are superb 
in their respective per¬ 
formances.

They attacked the 
breakdown area aggres¬ 
sively and were reward¬ 
ed when quick ball 
released a runner who 
powered through for an 
unconverted try.

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Gatland’s gamble: 
can it thwart the 
Gallic march to 
a Grand Slam?

W ELSH head coach Warren 

Gatland lived up to his repu¬ 
tation for springing a surprise 
or two on rugby’s media pack, with five 
changes to the line-up against France 
on Friday night - only two enforced by 
injuries to lock Alun Wyn Jones and 
hooker Gareth Williams. 

He had already said that Jones would be 
replaced by Bradley Davies, whose mother 
sadly died last week, but few predicted that 
the Blues man would be joined in the sec¬ 
ond row by his unheralded but deserving 
regional partner, Deiniol Jones, unseating 
encumbent Luke Charteris, who drops to 
the bench. 

With a more rugged, if relatively inexpe¬ 
rienced second row (just seven caps each), 
Gatland has also gone for a big all-Ospreys 
front row by bringing back Huw Bennett 
to replace Williams, and has moved 
Jonathan Thomas to his rightful position on 
the blindside of the scrum, to replace ban¬ 
ished buggy man Andy Powell. 

The changes are clearly designed to stiff¬ 
en up the Welsh pack to meet the power of 
the awesome French eight head-on, while 
also increasing lineout and breakdown 
options, both areas in close need of atten¬ 
tion. 

The replacing of Gareth Cooper in the 
starting line-up by his in-form Blues team¬ 
mate, Richie Rees, was perhaps expected, as 
was the return of wing Leigh Halfpenny. 

However, the latest rebuff to out-of- 
favour Dwayne Peel mystifies those who 
rate him as still one of the most gifted all¬ 
round scrum halves in Britain, if not 
Europe. 

Should, heaven forbid, rookie Rees be 
injured very early on, it will be the Ospreys’ 
Mike Phillips, with a mere 40 minutes 
regional game time under his belt after his 
lengthy absence through injury, who will be 
called on from the replacements bench for 
this most testing of Six Nations assignments. 

Gatland’s selection is doubtless a calcu¬ 
lated gamble, and the most loyal supporters 
in world rugby will be praying that it all 
comes off against a French team that is 
coming to the Millennium Stadium 
supremely confident that this is their year 
for a Gallic Grand Slam. 

Welsh emphasis will surely be on quick 


ball to the talented backs, and then moved 
out wide at every opportunity, to circum¬ 
vent French forward and midfield power (in 
the menacing shape of man-mountain cen¬ 
tre Mathieu Bastareaud), rather than 
become embroiled in sterile crash-bang 
assaults up the middle, as England did so 
unspectacularly against Italy last weekend. 

It will require a superhuman, highly-dis¬ 
ciplined and, above all, error-free 80-min¬ 
utes - something that has eluded Wales in 
recent outings. 

The task is not impossible and the 
rewards for success will be great, not least 
in terms of the team’s physical and psycho¬ 
logical progress towards Rugby World Cup 
2012. 

With Ireland, still smarting from a heavy 
defeat to France, taking on the unbeaten 
English at Twickenham, the eventual out¬ 
come of this year’s Six Nations champi¬ 
onship could well be decided this weekend.
